TAIPEI iTIPD — Sixty-three 
refugees from

China arrived in Formosa to 
begin a new life today.

Nationalist commander reports, 
the Reds have boosted their 
military might to about 400,000 
infantry and more than 300 jet 
fighters in the mainland cres­ 
cent that rings three sides of 
the Quemoy complex.

Inmates Perch On Tower 


In Protest At Prison 


PITTSBURGH W — Thir 
teen inmates are perched on a 
water tower at Western State 
Penitentlary today in a pro­ 
test over conditions at the in­ 
stitution. 
It was anyone's guess how 
long they would stay there. 
Prison officials decided to wait 
them out. They are on a cat­ 
walk about 100 feet above the 
ground. 
Six prisoners scrambled up 
the tower shortly after dinner 
last night to join a convict who 
had been on the tower since 
Monday. 
They 
had 
stuffed 
their pockets with food. 
Then, with buckshot flying, 
six 
more 
prisoners 
dashed 
across the prison yard and up 
the tower a short time later 
The 
whole 
thing 
started 
Monday afternoon when 
in­ 
mate Robert Payne. 29, former­ 
ly of Washington. D.C , climbed 
the tower, protesting the treat­ 
ment of prisoners in solitary 
confinement 
He said he wouldn’t come 
down until he was assured a 
chance to speak with a state 
official. 
On the tower the 13 prison­ 


ers displayed some bedsheets 
sewed together with this mes­ 
sage written on it: “ We are 
protesting brutality Our pres­ 
ence is to support Payne’s alle­ 
gations and dispute the claim 
of the warden.’’ 
Warden James Maroney said 
that three guards fired two 
shotgun volleys into the air 
when the second group of six 
dashed for the tower. He said 
the shots were intended only 
as a warning. 
For a time, prison officials 
spent anxious moments, fear 
ful that a riot might develop 
among some 750 prisoners in 
a recreational area. 
“ Amazing as it may seem." 
Maroney said, “ they were all 
very quiet.”

The warden said no plans 
were made immediately to dis­ 
lodge the prisoners from their 
perch.

Germs Are Given Autopsies 


CHICAGO W 
— Verdict:! 
death from a dose of antibiotic.! 


The victims: some common ! 
germs. 
But exactly how did they 
die? Why do some bacteria be- • 
come resistant to the same an­ 
tibiotic so they can still sicken 
or kill humans? 


A young medical scientist is 
performing autopsies on germs 
to get at the answers. He slices 
the dead germs into pieces 
about 1.000th of an inch thick 
and studies them under an 
electron microscope which can i 
magnify objects 25.000 to 30,- 
000 times their natural size. 
Dr. George B. Chapman of 
Cornell I 'ni versity M e d i c a l 
College. New York City, finds 
that in two types of bacteria j 
he has examined, the antibiotic 
gets inside the organism and 
destroys the nucleus. His pic­ 
tures show holes inside the 
germs. Germs not treated with 
the drug are still intact. 


Dr. Chapman described the 
changes in an exhibit today to 
the American Medical Associa­ 
tion's annual convention. 
A next step is to study 
strains of. germs which resist 
the very antibiotics that kill 
their cousins. Do the resistant 
germs keep the antibiotic from 
penetrating their skins? 
Or 
does the drug get inside and 
still somehow fail to destroy 
the nucleus? The germ autop­ 
sies in highly magnified pic­ 
tures promise to give such an­ 
swers. 
B y learning how the drug 
works or fails to work, it could 
become possible chemically to 
design antibiotics that kill re­ 
sistant germs. Such resistance 
to antibiotics is showing up in 


several kinds of dangerous bac­ 
teria. 
A warning against giving 
children too much vitamin A 
w^as sounded by Dr. Charles N. 
Pease, Chicago orthopedic sur­ 
geon. 
Excessive doses of the vita­ 
min can slow or even stop 
bone growth, he said, report* 
! ing seven such cases of irrep­ 
arable alterations in normal 
growth. Long bones of the 
body are very susceptible. 
This bone trouble is rare, 
Dr. Pease said. The amount of 
vitamin A consumed in ordi­ 
nary foods is safe. There’s a 
large margin of safety be­ 
tween therapeutic doses of the 
vitamin and harmful amounts, 
he said.

Committee pressed last night 
for immediate action on set­ 
ting up a grade school phonics 
program, but was told the dis­ 
trict’s new superintendent will 
have to consider whether the 
program can be started next 
fall. 
Members of the Novato Uni­ 
te d School District board held 
a study session on the com­ 
mittee's majority report, which 
includes recommendation for 
a reading program having “a 
thorough grounding in a phon­ 
ics program." 
The board also received, but 
did not discuss, a minority re­ 
port of the goals committee, 
signed by members David Pat­ 
terson, Mrs. Warren R. Smith. 
George Pelmear and Mrs. Alice 
D Yarish. 
This report differed from 
the majority report principally 
in three recommendations. It 
urged (1» that requirements 
for high school graduation not 
be lowered, (2) that the high 
school change from a six-pe- 
riod to seven-period day, and 
(3) that an intensive program 
for correcting reading 
defi­ 
ciencies be started in the third 
grade. 
The majority report called 
for reducing high school grad­ 
uation requirements from four; 
years of English and social stu­ 
dies to three years, and from 
two years of mathematics and 
sciences to one year—which 
would still meet state require­ 
ments.

phonics program 
be started 


( with opening of school in Sep­ 
tember. Committee member J. 
Douglas McNeil said Ralph Gio- 
| vaniello, assistant district su-

trict, had told the committee 
this could be done. 
Trustee Marrett Boissevain 
Jr. said the board should make 
no decision 
until James 
K. 
Bunker, hired to replace Wil­ 
liam J. J. Smith as superin­ 
tendent, takes over July 1. 
McNeil countered that the 
board should make a decision 
i lest a year be lost in institut- 
j ing the program. 
The majority report propos­ 
ed a committee work with the 
assistant 
superintendent 
in 
charge of instruction during! 
the summer to prepare a read­ 
ing program correlated with 
state texts but including phon­ 
ics. 
The minority report rapped 
the proposal for lowering grad­

standards 
as

‘‘great disservice,” to the stu­

“complete, 
terminal, scholastic education 
at the high school level—those;

classroom.”

Any weekend driver who swings past 
new Nicasio Lake. Marin Municipal W a­ 
ter District's new West Marin reservoir, 
can't help but notice the number of 
fishermen taking advantage of the new 
waters. (We don't know whether they 
are catching anything.)

Boardwalk Auto 
Controversy Again

Regarding the 
so • called 
parking 
problem 
at 
Henry 
Clay Hall School, I feci cer­ 
tain points need to be clar­ 
ified. 
In 
1958. 
the 
school 
was 
built, including parking facil­ 
ities 
«and 
circular driveway 
entrance. 
The driveway en­ 
trance was eontructed partly 
off school property and over­ 
lapped a public easment. the 
entrance to Boardwalk homes. 
other development next to 
the school eliminated the pre­ 
vious Boardwalk parking area, 
so these homeowners found 
it 
convenient to p a r k on 
school property. This brought 
on a parking conflict during 
school activities and 
school 
hours. 
The school board then in­ 
voked a vehicle code provi­ 
sion making the school road 


subject 
to 
parking 
regula­ 
tions, 
enforceable 
by 
local 
police. 
The Larkspur police 
started 
enforcing 
the 
new 
regulation; first with warn­ 
ings, then with citations. 
This should have resolved 
the problem. But the portion 
of the road overlapping the 
public easement is not sub­ 
ject to school parking regu­ 
lation; therefore, police can­ 
not legally cite cars in the 
easement. This area can ac­ 
comodate one or two cars, 
and extends diagonally across 
the entrance driveway. 
Dr. Seidel has viewed this 
as school road and repeatedly 
demanded 
that 
police 
cite 
cars parked on the easement. 
On Feb. 6. at approximately 
1 a.m., I personally accom­ 
panied Dr. Seidel to view a so- 
called violation. He had con­ 
tacted police 
several times 
earlier that night and was told 
that a citation legally could 
not be issued. 
If it is this attention to de­ 
tail that the w riter of a June 
12 letter w anted to commend, 
I disagree. If the doctor was 
not satisfied with the way 
police were handling the mat­

Altered Only Slightly At Geneva 


WASHINGTON’ — It has 
long been a familiar tactic of 
the Soviet Union to walk out 
of diplomatic c o n f e rences 
when it can’t have its way. 
They are inveterate walker- 
outers. It is an instrument of 
Kremlin diplomacy. 
The latest tactic is a little 
different, but to the same ef­ 
fect. This time .in the clos­ 
ing moments of the Geneva 
disarmament conference be­ 
fore a four-w eek recess — 
which most of the delegates 
hoped could be a short breath­ 
er before more productive ne­ 
gotiations— the Soviet repre­ 
sentative. Zorin, gathered into 
one big ball of wax all of the 
accusations he had been level­ 
ing at the West (bad faith, bad 
motives, bad intentions) and 
hurled it at the United States,

M illion-Dollar Shopping Center 


The possibility of developing j close in deed recordings each 
* $1,000,000 shopping center— month are Marin, 
Sonoma,

discussed by Carlisle Rickards 
Jr., William M. Davis and Er­ 
nest Beckstrom. 
The center 
would be located in the former 
H. C. Little Burner Co. manu­ 
facturing plant on Woodland 
Avenue near Du Rois Street, 
San Rafael. 
Rickards, Davis and Beck- 
Ktrom, principals in the Wood­ 
land Development Co., who 
purchased the five-acre prop­ 
erty last March now feel its 
best usage may be “something 
better than straight industrial.” 
The main building of some 
47.000 square feet—well over 
an acre—was recently raised 
two feet on a new foundation, 
exterior walls were plastered, 
roof was repaired and a six- 
inch concrete floor was laid— 
all with the idea of attracting 
one or more large industries to 
occupy it. Most of the sur­ 
rounding ground was also filled 
to well above flood level. 


IF PLANS GO forward as 
contemplated, Rickards said, 
the structure will house a com­ 
plete marketing center on the 
order of the old Crystal Palace 
Market in San Francisco. It 
would be devoted to groceries, 
produce, poultry, meats, sea­ 
foods, food specialties, drugs, 
hardware, housewares, flowers 
and other merchandise sold by 
individual retailers. 
The possibility exists that 
the entire building may be 
leased outright to a single in­ 
dividual for the development— 
otherwise the San Rafael trio 
will undertake it themselves. 
Rickards noted that there 
ire more than two acres of 
parking space—an inducement 
for shoppers to come from be­ 
yond the immediate neighbor­ 
hood. Space rental would be 
much less than in the usual 
«hopping center he said, en­ 
abling merchandisers to pass 
along the difference in low-er 
prices. 
“ If people know they can 
find room to park and do most 
of their shopping in one place 
we believe they’ll come from 
miles around,” he commented, 
“ even though it may not be as 
‘finished’ as a supermarket.’' 
He said the project had been 
discussed with a number of 
local merchants and several 
were interested. The develop­ 
ment may be known as the 
Woodland Shopping Center.

There m ight be a 
paralysis of limb or limbs. 
But now “hysterical dis­ 
ease tends to assume subtler 
forms, especially among edu­ 
cated people,’’ said Dr. Ber­ 
nard H. Smith of I nivesrity 
of Buffalo (N.Y.). Now it cen­ 
ters on such things as dizzi­ 
ness,

and 
weaknesses, 
i 
Psychosomatic disease is no 
less a disease than one with a 
! true physical basis. It m akes 
the victim no less ill and may 
in some instances kill him. 
The victim doesn’t know it is 
psychosomatic. He thinks it is 
truly 
organic 
rather 
t h a n 
som ething he is doing to him ­ 
self unconsciously. 
As a neurological expert 
Smith 
was 
warning 
other 
medical men of “pitfalls” in 
the technical journal. Post­ 
graduate Medicine. T h e s e 
pitfalls are “in mistaking or­ 
ganic for psychogenic dis­ 


ease and vice versa.” 
Many physicians don't want 
to accept psychological origin 
of physcial sickness. They are 
loath to label a patient neuro­ 
tic and so the patient “ may be 
s u b j e c t e d unnecessarily to 
many tests and surgical pro­ 
cedures, even potentially dan­ 
gerous ones,” Smith said.

Nehru Begins To Show Age 
-And Listen To Doctors

D E L H I (UPI) — A t 
72. 
Prime M i n i s t e r Jawaharlal 
Nehru is beginning to show his 
age. 
Following a bout of kidney 
trouble in April. 
The prime 
minister has slowed down. For 
the first time in his life, he is 
beginning to listen to his doc­ 
tors. 
Outwardly, 
Nehru 
looks 
little different than he did 
five years ago. 
His weight 
is about the same. His sense 
of hum or and quick tem per 
are still evident. The symbols 
are consistent: snow white 
long coat over jodphur like 
trousers, 
white 
cotton 
cap 
and a red rose peeping from 
a buttonhole. 
But the spring in Nehru's 
step 
has 
slackened 
and 
his 
voice is quieter, lacking the 
forceful tone of last year. After 
attending the prime minister's 
news conference on June 13. 
the Times of India's New Delhi 
editor wrote: “One got the im­ 
pression, of 
a 
man 
who 
is 
rather tired or still not fully 
recovered from the effect of 
an illness.” 
Another reporter, writing in 
the Indian Express, said, “His 
recent illness seems to have re­ 
sulted in one good: he is now 
more careful about himself; 
people around him sense a de­ 
liberate attempt by him to be 
agile. 
“ For once he seem s to be 
obeying the doctors’ advice. 
He goes home regularly for 
lunch and has his dinner at 
8:30 p.m. 
He was never a 
stickler for food: now the 
vegetarian content of his diet 


! has been increased. 
He has a brief medical check 
after dinner every day, and, 
the best news of all, he goes to 
bed at 11— quite early for a 
man to whom working until 
2:30 had become almost a rou­ 
tine.” 
Besides going to bed earlier, 
; Nehru has stopped being In­ 
dia's official “opener.” Form­ 
erly he presided 
over what 
seemed to be every inaugural 
event in the country. This in­ 
cluded ceremonies initiating or 
completing 
r o a d s , 
bridges, 
dams, factories and all manner 
of conferences. 
He also sees 
less people and speaks less in 
parliament. 
D espite 
the 
slow 
down.

Repeated 
q u e s ­ 
tions at his last n e w s c o n ­ 
ference about the next prim e 
m inister w ere turned aside.

a jewel among men. You have 
not called anyone a jewel.’' 
Instead of casting a pearl. 
Nehru, smiling, said, “You see 
those are extravagant descrip­ 
tions. They were all right, if 
I may say so, at the time of 
constant conflict with the gov­ 
ernment, the British govern­ 
ment of the day. It is another 
atmosphere, another thing in 
which we function.”

at his Ih e liest during q u e s ­ 
tioning about his future. He 
observed twice that the old 
question

“ after 
N ehru 
w h o ? ” was outdated. 
His statements, according to 


I the official transcript, were:

decision and retire and leave 
because the question who after 
Nehru does not arise.” 
“I just said that the question

ly out of date because they 
have given up hope of waiting 
till after Nehru.

U.S. Could Take Some 


Pointers From France 


Bv SAM DAWSON 
NEW Y O R K W — 'You can 
live within your means while 
going further into debt to build 
up your economic muscle. At 
least, 
some 
European 
coun­ 
tries, notably France, appear 
to be doing it. The secret is 
keeping two sets of books. 
President John F. Kennedy 
suggests 
the 
deficit - plagued 
U.S. Treasury might study this 
for pointers. 
Some of his advisers urge 
th3t old-fashioned ideas like 
balancing the formal budget be 
tossed into the ashcan as mean­ 
ingless in the new economic 
age they glimpse. 
Financial 
leaders, 
business 
executives, 
and many run-of the-mill tax­ 
payers are sure to brand this 
as heresy, as a stop toward 
fiscal disaster. 
The President says the im­ 
portant thing isn't achieving a 
balance ev e n year in the for­ 
mal budget, which he terms 
misleading in its present form, 
but assuring economic growth 
for full employment. 
His budget director, David E 
Bell, 
suggests 
one 
method, 
which he admits may be too far 
out for adoption: 
“M a k i n g 
budget decisions not in terms 
rf the actual revenue outlook 
for the next year, but instead in 
terms of what the budget will 
look like in a year of full em­ 
ploy men!" 


Both the President and the 
budget head take note of the 
European practice of having 
two 
budgets. 
One 
balances 
current 
operating 
expenses 
with tax collections to the ap­ 
parent satisfaction of European 
legislatures. The other meets 
the costs of government loans, 
subsidies and public works by- 
borrowing. without the naughty 
word “deficit 1“ ever being so 
much as breathed. 
If France kept its books as 
the. 1 S. Treasury does its ad­ 
ministrative 
budget. 
France 
would have shown a deficit in 
each of the last 10 years. 
Admirers of the European 
system point to the faster eco­ 
nomic growth there than here 
without the question of Treas­ 
ury deficits sparking monetary 
inflation ever being raised. 
This is the difference in the 
U S. and French systems: 
Thet U.S. Treasury usually 
borrows from the b a n k s to 
meet its deficits, and thus cre­ 
ates a bigger supply of money 
and credit, with the danger of 
inflation. 
France 
and 
other 
European nations normally do 
their borrowing by selling se­ 
curities to the public, and thus 
take 
away 
spending 
money 
rather than increasing credit. 
Critics of the French double 
budgetary standard charge that 
the apparent absence of a defi­ 


cit tends to weaken the resist­ 
ance of legislatures to more 
and more spending schemes— 
and some add that American 
legislative 
resistance 
is 
low 
enough as it is. 
As for the United States, Bell 
contends that the belief com­ 
mon 30 years ago that balanc­ 
ing the budget 
is the only 
proper standard has been gen­ 
erally abandoned. 
More, he 
contends that today’s dogma of 
balancing the budget over a 
business cycle— that is, defi­ 
cits in recessions to boost busi­ 
ness, and surpluses during re­ 
c o v e rie s 
to 
curb 
inflation— 
doesn’t 
work 
under 
present 
ciircumstances. 
Bell 
holds that in 
recent 
years business recoveries have 
not brought full employment or 
full use of industrial capacity. 
He says the government must 
step in with deficit spending 
to assure these goals, with re­ 
sultant 
prosperity 
balancing 
future budgets. 
Most businessmen and many 
congressmen are pretty sure to 
line 
up 
against 
this 
deficit 
spending theory.

WASHINGTON (TT9— Ameri-1 
ca’s outdoor 
playgrounds are 1 
desperately overcrowded this 
summer. 
The situation will get pro­ 
gressively worse in the years 
ahead unless the nation moves i 
swiftly to provide more parks, j 
picnic grounds and swimming 
holes for a growing population 
with a growing amount of l0is-; 
ure time. 
So says Dr. Edward C. Crafts, I 
director of the U.S. govern­ 
m ent's new Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation. 


Craft's bureau was estab­ 
lished in the Interior Depart­ 
ment for the express pur­ 
pose of promoting more and 
better facilities for camping, 
hiking, fishing, 
swimming, 
boating, and other outdoor 
recreation, including pleas­ 
ure driving along scenic high­ 
ways. 


Crafts said in an interview 
that Americans, who now live 
mostly in cities, are becoming 
more avid every year in their 
pursuit of a patch of nature in 
which to picnic, swim, take a 
walk or ju st look at the seen -1 
e?y. During the 1950s, while 
the U.S. population grew 15 per 
cent, visits to national parks 
rose 86 p er cent. 
Increased mobility because 
I of better cars and highways, 
and the additional leisure time 
provided by a sh o rter a v e ra g e ! 
work week, have contributed 
to the m ounting demand for 
outdoor recreation facilities. 
I 


The result, said Crafts, is 
that “some of our more popu* . 
lar 
parks 
now 
look 
like 
Times Square at the peak of 
the tourist season.” 


Moreover, projections of 
present trends show that the 
“people pressure” on recrea­ 
tion 
facilities is likely to 
triple by the end of this cen­ 
tury.

Am erica should have a b u n d a n t! 
space for outdoor 
recreation | 
More than 250 million acres are 
publicly 
designated for that | 
purpose, including 26 million, 
acres of national parks, six mil- 
lion acres of state parks, a n d , 
180 million acres of national;

“ most of this land is w here the | 
people are not.” Specifically, 72 j 
| per cent of the public recrea­ 
tional 
acreage is in w estern 
states, w here 15 p e r cent of the 
population lives. The northeast­ 
ern states, with 15 p e r cent, of 
the people, have only 2 p er; 
| cent of the park lands. 


Providing

East is a major goal of the 
new bureau.

It will not build or operate 
any facilities itself. Its m a in 1 
I jobs are (1) to coordinate the 
activities of the 20 or m ore fed- 
i eral agencies which are already 
involved directly or incidental­ 
ly in the m anagem ent of lands 
w hich can be used for outdoor 
recreation: and (2) to stimulate 
greater efforts by state and lo­ 
cal governments, and private 
enterprise, to meet the rising 
dem and 
for 
open-air 
play­ 
grounds. 


Several pieces of legisla­ 
tion now pending in congress 
are needed 
to 
further this 
program, C rafts said. 


He expressed hope that con­ 
gress will complete action soon 
on a bill authorizing his bureau 
to distribute 50 million dollars 
in matching grants to encour­ 
age states to develop plans for 
outdoor recreation program s. 
A few states, such as New York, 
Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, Cali­ 
fornia, New Jersey, Massachu­ 
setts and Michigan, already are 
moving ahead in this area. But 
most are dragging th eir feet. 


( rafts said private enter­ 
prise also can

should

outdoor recreation facilities. 
His bureau plans to stimulate 
sueh action by pointing out 
that such undertakings have 
proved highly profitable.

mendous

many areas, northern Minneso­ 
ta and West Virginia, for ex­ 
ample.” 
A nother bill before congress 
would set up a land acquisition 
fund to be financed by pro­ 
ceeds from admission fees at 
federal recreation areas, m otor­ 
boat gasoline taxes and otheri 
charges. This money would be 
used to buy new lands for na­ 
tional parks and seashores. 


Expenditures for new rec­ 
reation faeiiities are not friv­ 
olous, (r a fts said, hut an 
overdue national investment 
in assuring all 
Americans 
“permanent access to their 
outdoor heritage.” 


The opportunity to spend a 
few hours or days among the 
beauties of nature, he said, “is 
essential to the cultural, phy­ 
sical, moral and spiritual well­ 
being of the Am erican people.”
